By direction of the Secretary of War, paragraph

229. The Adjutant is, under the regimental commander, 
responsible for the discipline and efficiency of the regi 
meota! staff and band, and accounts for the public property 
in use by them, 


ll. Bv direction of the Secretary of War, para- 
gzrapbs 154 and 1295 of the Regulations are amended 
to read us follows: 


154. The effects will be delivered, when called for, to the 
lewel representatives of the deceased, and the receipts 
therefor forwarded to the Adjutant General. Applications 
for arrears of pay and proceeds of sale of effects of de 
ceased ac ldiers should be addressed direct to the Second 
Auditor of the Treasury, Washington, D. C., who settles 
such accounts, 

1.95. No gratuitous issues of clotbing can be made except 
under section 1293, R.8.,to replace articles destroyed to 
prevent the spread ot contagious diseases. Should it, how- 
ever, become necessary to issue new ciotbing for use in the 
burial of a deceased soldier, es in the case of a man who 
dies away from his proper command and under circum- 
stances which render the clothing which be bas with bim un- 
fit for burial purposes, the cost of the issue will be borne by 
the Government. Compensation for private property be- 
longing to officers and enlisted men in the military service, 
Jost or destroyed without fault or negligence on the part ot 
the claimant, * where the private property so lost or des- 
troyed was sbipped on board an unseaworthy vessel by or- 
der of any officer au'tborized to give such orGer or direct 
such sbipmenrt,” and “* where it appears that the Joss or des- 
truction of the private property of the claimant was in 
conse quence of bis baving given bis attention to the saving 
of property belopging tothe United States which was in 
danger at the same time and under similar circumstances,” 
may be made under the pr visions of the act of Cougress 
approved March 3, 1885. Proceedings of a buard of survey 
should if possit le accompany each applicution under this 
act, showing fully the circumstances attending the loss.

SPAIN AND MELILLA, 
Avaerers, Dec. 19, 1893, 


A visit to Spain during the past months has been 
full of interest from the military point of view be- 
cause of the trouvle with the Moors at Melilla, 
Judging by the national interest evinced, the head- 
lines of the newspapers, and the crowded railway 
stations wherever a movement of the troops went 
op, one could easily imagine a great war to be tak- 
ing piace. The development of the reserves has also 
been most interesting. At first they were very raw 
levies indeed; some with bare feet, some with 
sandals, each man having only a part of his uni- 
form. [nthree weeks there was a great change 
noticeable; overcoats and new uniforms were is- 
sued; the men instead of being allowed to roam all 
over the town and being billeted on the inhabitants 
ata trifling sum per day, were wherever possible 
put into barracks, drilled, and given guard duty to 
perform. Under the first state of affairs there was 
serious rioting in one city; under the second the 
men began to bave the appearance of soldiers, 
Melilla, which your correspondent visited Dec. 14, 
is a disappointment after all the ado made about it 
in Spain. As a town it is surprisingly smal), though 
very picturesque, and itis evident that but for its 
giving Spain a harbor anda foothold in Africa, it 
bas no value whatsoever. The fortifications are 
very old, the —w | guns with the exception of four 
Krupops are mugzzie loading, smooth bore cannon 
over fifty years old, to which must be added some 
mortars, which date back to the middle of the 18th 
century, The outlying forts are far from being im- 
pregnable, and, according to the statement of the 
Commanger-in-Chief, Marshal Martinez, camps 
are very badly built and badly located, it being im- 
possible to maintain connection with them, except 
at a heavy cost of life if hostilities are being oar- 
riedon. To command the 30,000 troops now in Mel- 
illa there are some twenty-six tine generals, and the 
proportion of officers to soldiers is extraordinarily 
large. I hear, on the best of authority, that one 
company left Madrid for the war with but ten men 
in it,and though this isan exception, it perbaps 
explains partially the smal! size of a regiment [saw 
drawn up for parade and inspection. 

As a whole, the Spanish soldiers seem under age, 
under fed and under sized, and they are very often 
deficient or careless in military courtesy to their 
superiors. Despite French reports, the men at Mel- 
illa seemed in the best of spirits and a large detach- 
ment carrying flour upto the bakery, joked and 
ehaffed each other, and were allowed to carry horse 
play toan extraordinary extent. There has been 
considerable disorder in the camp, 8 number of 
camp followers’ booths bave been wrecked, as a re- 
sult of which a private was sentenced to be shot. 
Tne town, asa whole, isinan extremely —e con- 
aitiop, nowbere was there a sign of camp policing, 
and the remarkable neglect of sanitary conditions 
was the most surprising thing in Melilla. The tents 
seemed to be well kept and the cavairy horses fairly 
well looked after; the artillery guns were parked 
in the open without breech coverings and seemed to 
be in a very dirty state. The hospitals were in good 
condition and did not seem to bein want of occu- 
pants. 

In the afternoon there wasa division drill along 
the shore and across the river Oro and on the 
heights. Special attention was given to the skir- 
mish and extended order drills and blank cartridge 
firing was induiged in, although the division was 
thrown out to the line of the neutral ground. The 
skill with which the men were handled and their 
quick movements were & surprise, after what | had 
seen in Spain and in the morning. Tae new fort, the 
erection of which caused all the trouble, has col- 
lapsed owing to the heavy ruins. On the 18th there 
was an attack upon & Spanish vessel driven ashore 
by a gale, to which Fort San Lorenzo replied. Sub- 
sequently the Moors apologized and there is every 
prospect of a peaceful solution of the troubies. [n 
conclusion, the position of Melilla is such tnat a 
couple of well drilled regiments supporting a couple 
of modern batteries could almost drive the Span- 
1ards into the sea, unless the fleet’s guns could save 
them, which seems doubtful. There were only five 
men-ot-war in harbor on tne 14th. 0. @. V.

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THE CASE OF LIECT. DAVENPORT. 

WE give here the comments of the Secretary of 
the Navy on the findings of the Court of Inquiry in 
the case of Lieut. Richard G. Davenport, U.S. N., 
omitting only for the sake of brevity a few sentences 
in the first part of report, indicating their absence 
by stars: 





NAvy Dept., WASHINGTON, Jan. 26, 1894. 


Ov March 17, 1889, 1n the midst of a burricane the U. 8. 8. 
Nipsic was, by order of ber commanding officer, after con- 
suitation with the executive officer, Lieut. Hawley, and the 
pavigatur, Lieut. Davenport, run upon tbe beach in the bar- 
bor of Avia, Samoa. * * Shortly after she struck, tbe doc- 
tor and chief engineer were sent :shoreina boat with the 
sick, while the captain and all the officers, except Lieut. 
Davenport, and neariy all the crew, congregated upon the 
forecastie. From this point, after several ¢ fforts, connec- 
tion was made by a line with the shore, by means of which 
line a bawser was fivally made fast, ana over this mort of 
the crew and all the officers congregated there made their 
way safely to the shore. Some of our officers were ashore 
at the time of the disaster,and these were called upon by 
Rear Admire] Kimberly, the admiral in command, to make 
written reports of the cccurrences they witnessed. Among 
the officers ashore was Lieut. Purcell, and it was bis duty, 
in the report he then made, to point out anything amiss 
which be might have witnessed in the conduct of Lieut. 
Davenport. * * 

It appears that, notwithstanding the fact that Admira! 
Kimberly says tbat no charge against Lieut. Davenport was 
officially brought to bis notice, Mr. Davenport's conduct 
upon the occasion referred to was talked about unfavorably 
by some cf toe officers, including Lieut. Purcell, and uota- 
vorabie mention was made of him in press despatches. Lt. 
Davenport, on account of this unfavorable comment, re 
quested Admiral Kimberly, a sbort time after the hurricane, 
to calla C urt of Inquiry, but his request was denied. Sub- 
sequently, in May, 1890, be made a similar request of the 
Navy Department, after arriving at Honolulu, but no court 
was Ordered. 

Over four years had elapsed since the hurricane when Lt. 
Purcell made cbhurges in writing against. Lt. Davenport, 
and he sent them toa committee of the New York Yacht 
Club, to be used to preventthe admission of Lt. Davenport 
asa member of thatciub. In this he succeeded, and there- 
upon Lt. Davenport, baving learned that some person whose 
pame was not given h.d preferred charges against him be- 
fore this club, requested the Department to cali a court to 
inquire into the matter of bisconduct at Samoa, bs 

Ail the circumstances connected with this case show that 
Lt, Purcell was actuated in the course he took rather by 
malice against one who had been his superior officer while 
on board the Nipsic than by any desire toenforce military 
discipline in a proper manner. Such conduct is strongly 
— by the Department. 

jeut. Davenport seems not to have beenin favor with 
those who were bis subordinates on board the Nipsic. Oaly 
one of them, Lieut. White, testifies in his favor. Toe court 
noticed this fact. There is no evidence against bim what- 
ever, and no opinion expressed that is unfavorable to bim, 
by either of the two officers who were bis seniors on board 
the Nipsic, or by the Admiral in command of tbe fleet. 
Nevertbeiess, the evidence of these junior officers, al- 
though it is to be weigbed in the light of the fact that he 
was not in favor with them, must be carefuliy weighed. 

The court in its opinion finds nothing whatever against 
Lieut. Davenport, except as to the time and manner of his 
jeaving the sbip. Ono this point it says **that the applicant 
failed in bis duty at this time, and that his conduct was un- 
becoming an officer of tne Navy. To thisopinion the court 
isempbatic, It cannot swerve from the broad principle on 
which the morale of naval disciplice rests. An officer 
must at all times sbow in bimselt an example which his 
interiors may emulate, and even in periods of dife distress 
order and discipline must be preserved to the very last. Tn 
abandoning the ship tbe third senior officeron board should 
be among the last to leave. In this case the evidence is 
perfectly clear that the applicant was the first to iand trom 
among sli those remaining On board after the cutter had 
been despatched with the sick.”’ 

The Department fully approves the principle here laid 
down, and yet there may be exceptions to this as to other 


rules. 

At the time that Lt. Davenport left the Nipsic and swam 
ashore, the vessel was within twenty five or vnirty yarus cf 
the shure. Some minutes after the ship was beachea he 
bao gone into bis cabin below for the purpose of securing 
some money ‘tl ngiog to bim. After this,and immedi- 
ately before leaving the sbip, he had gone aft to aid in put- 
ting the ship’s sigaxls ia @ p.ace of safety; and he testifies 
that after be came up on deck he endeavored to make his 
way to the forecastie, but was twice knocked off his feet 
by wreckage and waves dasbing over the vessel. If it was 
impossible for bim to reach the point where the captain 
was,on the forecastie, and to pluce himself by bis side, it is 
difficuit to see what useful purpose be could subserve by 
re mainit g lopger upon the sbip. Lieut. Davenport's testi- 
movy shuws that at the time he thougnbt hec uid not 
reach the forecactle. If he really enter: ained this opinion, 
and if, considering the circumstances, it was such an opin- 
ion #8 might weil be entertained by an officer woo was cool 
and c lected, tbe Department does not see that acting upon 
it woul: be conouct unbecoming an officer. Toe court 
finds that he was cool and coliected, and says that the evi - 
dence is cor flictiog on the point asto whether, at the time 
he jeft the ship, connection had been made with the shore 
from the forecastie, by meaus of the pawser, over whicn 
the crew and officers there congregated floaily made their 
escape, 

If be was cool enough at thetime to calculate the chances 
before him, and if be was taking into consideration nothing 
whatever but bis own safety, it seems be would have mad 
his way to the torecastie if he could reacily have done so. H 
must have calculated, sup, osiog bim to have been consid- 
erirg bis Own satety only, whether it was less d.ngerous to 
attempt to reach the shore by swimming than by going to 
the forecastie and ashore over the bawser. 

There is nothing in this case to show that Lieut. Daven- 
port Jost bis presence ot mind, In the consultation which 
bad teken pluce some time before between him, the execu- 
tive officer 1nd the captain, as to the course that sh uid be 
pursued, and in navigating, as he did, tne ship to shore, the 
evidence is that he was cool and co,lected. It is not pre- 
sumsbie that he was courageous and self poised up to the 
moment of leaving the ship, and that be then lost bis bead. 
Inaeed, the finding of the court is that, in going ashore as 
he div, “be celiberately assumed a greater personal risk 
than he would bave done had he gone ashore over the 
line.” Hecould not deliberat«ly bave chosen this course 
unless be del) berately concluded, as be testifies he did, from 
having been twice taken off bis teet in the effurt to reach 
the turecastle, that it was wore dangerous to gu to the tore- 
castle and asvuore over the line than it was to attempt to 
reach the shore by swimming. 

It is difficult to properly judge of the conduct of any per 
son piaced in ibe trying circumstances then surrounding 
tnis Officer, but the Department, after thorough study of 
the evisence in this cause, of the flading ot the cuurt, aad of 
the report of the Judge Advocate Genera! sus‘ainiag the 
finding ot the court, thinks the only proper soiution of the 
conduct of Lieut. Davenport is that ne thougnt, as he testi- 
fles be did at the time he left the ship, that he could not 
reach the forecastie where the Captain was. This seems to 
be the only conciusion that cuula bave justified a reason- 
able man who bed a reasonable regard ior bis own safety 
in Geciciog deliberately, agibe court finds he did, to adupt 
the method ot swimmicg ashore when this was more cang- 
érous than going by the hawser. He believed he cuuld not 
reach the hawser. 

Tbe charge that Lieut. Davenport was guilty of conduct 
unbecoming a0 Officer ot the Navy is a grave accusation 
against one whose Character up to the moment of leaving 
the ship bas been unimpeached. It is in the nature of.a 








criminal accusation; ard if there be any doubt upon any 
point material to be considered, this officer is entitled to the 
benefit of that doubt, especially when his superiors then 
preseot had not at the time,and bave not now, any words 
for him other than of commendation. What adds great 
force to the conclusion to which we are compelled by this 
benevolent and just rule of legal construction is the fact 
that Lieut. Davenport bas repeatedly demanded a court of 
inquiry. He certainly did notseem to fear the result of a 
fair trial when be demanded of Admiral Kimberly a court 
of inquiry shortly after the disaster; when he demanded it 
again of the Navy Department a yeur thereafter; or when, 
finally, he insisted, at the end of four and a half years, that 
such acourt should be granted him. On the other hand, 
when we are obliged, on account of the conflicting testi 
mopy, to resort to internal evidence, the lapse of over four 
years between the time of the occurrence and the prefer- 
ring of the written accusation against Lieut. Davenport by 
Lieut. Purcell would seem to weigh against the accuser 
and in favor of the accused, when the testimony of the two 
is to be balanced in opposing scales. If the charges were to 
be brought at all, they ought to bave been brought while 
the trans .ctions were recent and fresh in the minds of wit- 
nesses. 

It seems to the Department further, that without resort- 
ing to any rule of law, giving to the accused the benefit of 
all reasonabie doubts, and considering the question as to 
whether when he left the ship coanection had been made 
trom the forecastie to the shore as one fairly left in doubt 
by the evidence, the case would stand thus: Lieut. Daven- 
port could see what was going on upon the forecastie and 
upon the shore, fcom the point aft where he was; the shore 
line was Only tweoty- five or thirty yards from the forecas- 
tle of the ship: those on the forecastle were making every 
effort to establish coma.unication with the shore, if they 
had not already done su; natives were on sbore attempting 
to catch the line, if they bad not already caught it, and if 
that connection was not already made it was certainly 
about to be made. He undoubtedly saw the preparations; 
saw what had been done, and that what was about to be ac- 
complished would be accomplisned ; and if he did conclude 
that the means of escape was thus opened to these upon the 
forecastle, that be could not with safety to himself reach 
the torecastle,and there was nothing else he could do to 
benefit those who were there, tbe Department thinks that 
be had the right to leave the ship, and it would not seem to 
be even a mistake of judgment. : 

Another question 1n the case is whether Lieut. Davenport 
ought to buve denuded himself of bis clothing, as the evi- 
dence shows that he did, some time previvus to his leaving 
the ship. After the order had been given by the captain of 
the vessel tu abandon theship, Lieut. Davenport, then oeing 
dressed in pajamas and éliopers, and baviog on a service 
coat, stripped nimself entirely. Tais be did before he ac- 
companied the captain to the forecastie, and he went about 
the ship for some time i: a nude condition, 

Lieut. Davenport, as navizating officer of the ship, had 
some time before this made a survey of tn2 harbor, and he 
knew the currents and bow dangerous they must be ina 
burricave like tne one then prevailing, and certainly cloth. 
ing of any kind would to some exteat disable a swimmer, 
He no doubt expected that the vessel would break up, but 
how soon this was to be nobody could teil; and he appears 
to have considered he was only taking a proper precaution 
in divesting bimself of bis clothing at the time he did. That 
he had not jost his presence of mind, but that be was, on 
the contrary, cool and courageous, ia shown oy the fact that 
after goirg forward with the captain be went aft to look af- 
ter the sigoals, and that he plaeed thesignals in their proper 
chests and s cured them before he left. . 

The Department is of opinion, however, that Lieut. 
Davenport would bave set a much beiter example to the 
men of che crew, and contributed more to good order aud 
military discipliue, if ne haa not stripped himsel! as soon 
as be dio, Further than this, the Department finds no 
unbecoming conduct on the part of this officer; and it is al- 
ways to be remembered that the concurrent testimony of 
his superior officers, Rear Admiral Kimberly, Comdr. Mul 
jan and Lieut. Hawley, who were preseot at the time upva 
the spot, and knew the circumstances as it is impossibie for 
us to know them now, isthat they fini notbing whatever 
in bis conduct to condemn, 

Subject to ube foregoing remarks, the proceedings, find- 
ings and opinion of the Court of Inquiry in this case are 
upproved, as recommended by the Judge Advocate General.

FINDING OF THE COUNT OF INQUIRY. 

THE Court of lnquiry in their finding say: 

The court finds vo imputation on the conduct of 
the applicant, Lieut. Ricbard G. Davenport, U. 8. 
Navy, prior to the stranding of the Nipsic on the 
morning of March 16, 1889, and, further, tne court is 
of opinion that from March 13 up to the time of 
the beaching the ship he performed his whole duty 
as pavigator in an eminently satiefactory and praise- 
worthy manner, and tbat no fault can be found 
with bis conduct as an officer of the Navy, but, on 
the coutrary, it appears to the court that he behayed 
with coolness ard courage during the time the an- 
cborage of the Nipsic was shifted and when she was 
s. bs quently run va shore on the moraing of March 
16, 1889, and that, during this time he displayed com- 
mepdable attention to duty under most trying cir- 
cumstances, and that he did not flinch when the 
peril was greatest, i. e,, When the ship was in im- 
mwinent danger of dragging onto the reef just prior 
to beaching ber. . ‘ 

ln tbe point as to the time at and mannerin which 
the applicant Jeft the ship, which involves serious 
imputations brought against the applicant, the court 
is copstrainev, after a most careful and exhaustive 
examination of the evidence before it, to a finding 
adverse to the applicant. In reaching this conclusion 
the court has kept distinctly in view the following 
circumstances, whicb, ip its opipiob, tnust bear very 
strongly in mitigation of his conduct. 

These circumstances are as follows: 

1. That the ship was to all intents and purposes a 
wreck. : 

2. That the order to abandon ber had been given. 

3 That the captain was apx:ous to get ali the crew 
out of her as speedily as possible. 

4. That no organized attempt was made to carry 
out the station bili for abandoning ship. 

5. That the captain bimeself testifies that it was a 
case of sauve qui peut aud that any one of the offi- 
cers and crew was, ip bis opinion, free to leave the 
sbip in any manoer he saw fit. 

6. That the applicant was in no bodily fear. 

7. Tbat po complaint is made against him by his 
superiors, por is any charge brought by them, al 
though they were cognizant of the facts at thetime, 
but the imputations rest mainly on the testimony 
of biassed witnesses, bis juniors in rank, given four 
and a bailf years after the event and first takes shape 
in the form of a covert attack on the applicant’s 
cbaracter. é 

8 Toat the applicant may bave felt reasonably 
sure that proper means bad been provided for the 
satety of all on board. Although the evidence is not 
clear on this point, the court holds that the appli- 
cant is entitled to the benefit of the doubt. 

9. Tnat in choosing the method of landing by 
swimming the applicant deliberately assumed a 
greater personal risk than be would have done had 
he gone asbore over the line. 

These mitigating circumstances, together with 





the excellent conduct of the applicant up to the 
time of the ship’s taking ground, must, in the opin- 
ion of the court, modify, to a considerable extent, 
its adverse opinion on the question, which is really 
the main issue of the case, but the court is of opin- 
ion that the applicant failed in his duty at this time 
and that his conduct was unbecoming an officer of 
the Navy. In this opinion the court is emphatic. 
It cannot swerve from the broad principle on which 
the morale of naval discipline rests. An officer 
must at all times show in himself an example which 
his inferiors may emulate, and even in periods of 
dire stress order and discipline must be preserved to 
the very last. In abandoning the ship the third se- 
nior officer on board should be among the last to 
leave. In this case the evidence is perfectly clear 
that the applicant was the first to land from among 
all those remaining on board after the cutter had 
been despatched with the sick. His duty was clearly 
to remain by the side of the captain,and nothing 
could relieve bim of that obligation except the ex- 
plieit command of the captain himeelf. 

The court dismisses the imputation that the chro- 
nometers vould have been saved at the time thesbip 
was abandoned as puerile. 

The court further dismisses the imputations on 
the conduct ef the applicant subsequent to bis land- 
ing from the Nipsic on the morning of March 16 It 
is notin evidence, except by the applicant’s own 
statement, that the applicant assisted maternally on 
the beach, but the court considers that this act of 
Omission under the circumstances should not be 
held against him, as there was very little that could 
be done effectively by any officer or man on shore in 
assisting the crews of the Vandalia or Trenton.

THE SMALL BORE BULLET (IN WAR. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Gazette. 


Tue case of gun-shot wound of the leg, which 
happened recently in the Bombay riots, confirms in 
a striking manner some statements and theories 
put forward by an eminent surgeon, Dr. von Bar- 
deleben (Generalartz) of Berlip, in a publication 
issued by the Prussian Minister of War in 1892. From 
the fact that ‘he whole of the German Cavairy have 
been arwed witb the lance, it is to be expected that 
thrust wounds will be far more numerous than in 
former days, though of course far less numerous 
than gun-sbot wounds, The velocity, shape,material, 
ard small elevation (only half a metre in 600 M.), 
coupled with the very fiat trajectory of the new 
bullet, will make the surgical bistory of the next 
war totally different from all preceding ones. Sum- 
mipg up the peculiarities of the new bullet, Dr. von 
Bardeleben says: ‘“*‘We have to deal with a pro- 
jectile which strikes with an immensely increased 
velocity, and with a relatively very small contact 
. surface.” In 1880 a sentry on duty before the 
museum in Berlin fired at and missed a man, but 
hit a “‘well grown” girl, who was standing 250 paces 
away: the bullet went clean tbrough the thickest 
part of her thigb, without touching bone or vessels, 
and the zirl was quite well in twelve days. It would 
be premature to stsume that wounds inflicted by 
the new weapon will be less dangerous that formerly 
or, as the autbor says, “that the military authorities 
bave placed in the bands of their army % weapon 
less deadly than that of the enemies with whom we 
have to fight.”’ Sofarfrom there being excessive 
“humanity” about our modern weapons, there is 
far lese—for not only one, but three, four, and 
perbaps even more, men may ba wounded by the 
same bullet, or several borses may be disabled. The 
point brougbt out and substantiated by the Bombay 
case is, that the shorter the range the greater is the 
splintering of the bone siruck. From various ex- 
periments made by Dr. von Bardeleben and others, 
400 metres was the range up to which the new bullet 
caused much eplintering. At longer ranges than 
this it simple bored. Why this apparent paradox 
should be true is explained on anatomical grounds, 
which it would be useless (and unintelligible) to set 
forth bere. ‘Enough of theory !’’ eays the author, 
“t come to the practical side. We shall presumably 
bave in tbe battle of the future pot only a greater 
pumber of wounded generally, but also a greater 
pumber of those wounded fatally on the spot. Ono 
the other hand, the probability of recovery of those 
whbo cap be removed siillalive from the deld is much 
increased. A wider field will open itself to the en- 
deavors of the surgeon. The most difficult task will 
ever be the immediate remcval of the wounded 
from the line of fire. And who cap estimate before 
band where this spot is to be? It sounds a very 
humape demand that the number of stretcher- 
bearers and the wound-transport should be in- 
creased. But we must not overlook this. Those 
who carry the wounded must still go forward into 
the line of firs, and consequently be exposed to the 
fire, the more so in proportion to their numbers, 
and sbould this number be ever an increasing one, 
who can say whetber the diminution in the numbers 
of the actual fighting men (the combatants in the 
parrower sense) May not be responsibie for a pro- 
traction of the fight, and thereby an increase in the 
number of wounded, or even a loss of victory? The 
number of men told off for wounded-transport even 
now amounts to one battalion for each army corps.”’

THAT NAVAL BATTLE. 


ADMIRAL BENHAM’S OFFICIAL REPORT. 
Rro, Jan. 29, 1834. 
To the Secretary of.the Navy, Washington, D. Uo. : 

Two American merchant vessels Saturday were 
prevented from going alongside the wharf. To-day, 
6 a. M., sent the Detroit to take position that would 
protect vessels going alongside the wharf, and if 
fired upon to return fire. My vessel (s) under way 
and cleared for action. 

After the Detroit took position, boat from one ves- 
sel running line preparatory to haul in was fired 
upon with nuskets from insurgent ship. Detroit re- 
turned fire with‘one pounder, shot striking under 
oe Insurgents fired broadside gun (s) lee 
ward, 

Later, insurgents fired broadside gun over Ameri - 
can merchant vessel. Detroit returned fire witb 
musket, striking insurgent sternpost. Passing by 
insurgent, he was hailed, saying, “If you fire again, 
I will return your fire, and if necessary will sink 
you.” Detroit anchored to command both veasels, 
one merchant vessel having been carried to new po 
sition near wharf,and tug baving cffered services 
gratuitously to discharge cargo. 

Insurgent leader was notified that these vessels 
would discharge from the present positions, but that 
my determination was not changed—to give Ameri- 
can merchant vessels full protection to the wharf if 
they desire to go. BENHAM. 

The following cablegram was received from Min- 
ister Thompson at Rio de Janeiro by Secretary 
Gresham Wednesday night: 

R10 DE JANEIRO, Jan. 31. 

Had an interview with Benham. He reperted 
bis action fully to Navy Department yesterday 
morning. The United States squadron got under 
way and cleared for action, and he notified the city 
and insurgents of his intention to protect, by force 
if necessary, and place alongside of docks, anv 
American vessels wishing to go there. The Detroit 
took the position best afforded to protect, with or- 
dere, if the vessels were fired upon, to return fire. 
A boat from one of the American vessels running 
a line preparatory to hauling in was fired upon 
from the insurgents, but was not struck. The De 
troit returned fire with a 81x pounder, which struck 
under the bows of the insurgent cruiser. The in- 
surgent then fired its broadside guns to leeward, and 
later the Detroit returned fire, the musket-balls 
striking the insurgents’ stern-post. Passing by the 
Detroit, the commander of the Detroit hailed the in- 
surgent vessel, telling bim that if he fired again the 
es would return fire, and, if necessary, sink 

im. 

One of the American vessels having now been 
carried ipto a new position near the dock, and a tug 
having offered services gratuitously to discharge 
cargoes of all, the insurgent cruiser’s leader was 
notified that the vessels would discharge from the 
positions they were then in, but that the determin- 
ation of the Comdr.-in-Chief of the U. 8S. Squadron 
remained unchanged to give American vessels full 
protection and place them ip their berths at docks 
if they so desired. Later the Detroit was withdrawn 
and the squadron anchored. 

Benbam has not interfered in the least with 
military or naval operations of either side, nor is it 
his intention todoso. He has notified insurgents 
that itis his duty to protect Americans and com- 
merce of the United States, and this he intends to 
do, and says American vessels must not be inter- 
fered with in their movements, but they must take 
the consequences when getting in the line of fire, 
where legitimate hostilities are actually in progress. 
Until belligerent mghts are accorded, insurgents 
have no right to exercise authority over American 
vessels or property. Right of insurgents to search 
reutral vessels or to seize any portion of their car- 
goes is denied, even though they be within the 
class which may be defined as contraband of war, 
during bostilities between two independent guvern- 
ments. Forcible seizure of such articles in the pre- 
sent status of insurgents would constitute an act of 
piracy. 

Since the effective action of Monday everything 
is quiet. The attempted blovkade to commerce and 
trade is brokep, and events move smoothly. All 
foreign commanders coucur as far as I arm advised.

Curuti's warship El Capitan Prat was run aground

THE Herald reports that Corea, as well as Japan 
and Russia,“has promised to co-operate with the 
Cnited States and Great Britain in protecting the 
seals during the coming season. Japan, Russia and 
Corea, it is understood, have agreed to patrol that 
part of th, Northern Pacific west of the 180'h de- 
gree of longitude and north of 35 degrees latitude. 

THE destination of the Boston when her repairsat 
the Mare island Navy-yard are completed has not 
been definitely fixed by the Navy Department, but 
there is every reason to suppose that she willreturn 
to Honoluiu as the relief of the Philadelphia. This 
latter vessel has been so long in tropical waters that 
& heavy marine growth has formed on her bottom, 
and it is believed that she will come to San Fran- 
cisco as soon as her relief can arrive at Hawaii. 


TESTIMONY in the trial of Paymr. John C. Sullivan 
was the most voluminous that has been brought to 
the Department's attention for years, and thisina 
measure accounted for the unusual delay in final 
action being taken. Secretary Herbert, in review- 
ing the findings, endorsed the recommendations of 
the Judge Advocate Geoeral of the Navy, and the 
Presidept, in disposing of the case, concurred in 
their reeommendations, and Paymaster Sullivan 
was dismissed from the Naval Service. This dis- 
tm issal creates another vacancy inthe lower grade 
of the corps. There are now five for which thereis 
active competition among fifty young men from all 
sections of the country. 

AN important change ina station command was 
announced this week by the Navy Department. 
Commodore William A. Kirkland, now in com- 
mand of the League Island Navy-yard, was given 
orders to bold himself in readiness to command the 
Pacific Station as the relief of Rear Admiral John 
Irwin, who retires April 15 next. Commo. Kirk 
land will sail for Sav Francisco March 15, and will 
assume command of the station with the Philadel- 
phta as bis flag shipat Honolulu. Admiral [Irwin 
will then return home and will be placed on wait- 
ing orders until bis retirement. Tne successor of 
Commo. Kirkland at League Island has not been 
decided upon. There area number of officers of 
sufficient rank, bowever, available for the duty. 
THE inyentor of the whale-back type of ships bas 
preposed to the Navy Department that some of them 
might with profit be turned into auxiliary naval 
ships. He holds that their deflecting sides and low 
freeboard offer little target for fire and that with 
beavy armor they would make excellent fighting 
ships. Capt. McDougal prophesies great things of 
bis peculiar craft when the present business depres- 
sion sball bave passed away. He was at the Navy 
Department on business connected with the inquiry 
nuw beirg conducted as to the type of tubulous 
boiler to be allowei on mercuant sbips at sea. 


The New York Herald says: “ Engineer officers 
in our Navy are men of fine education and high 
character. They have no superiors in their profes- 
sion in the world. But the more thoroughly they 
are fitted for that profession the less likely are they 
to be fitted for naval command. Training and 
babits of thought and action are radically different. 
It would be a serious mistake to alter the existing 
statute by assigning combatant authority to non- 
combatant officers.”’

THE Navy Department has given directions to 
the president of the Naval War College to prepare 
a course at the college for the coming summer. It 
is proposed by Secretary Herbert to have during this 
course a series of lectures on international law to 
be delivered by some eminent professor of that 
branch of law from some college or university of 
high standing like Columbia, Harvard or Yale, 
This will be found without doubt not only timely, 
but also interesting and valuable to those officers 
who have the opportunity afforded them by the 
Department of attending the course. It is satis- 
factory to know that the appropriation for the 
maintenance of the college is progressing favorably 
in the House Committee on Naval Affairs, and it is 
presumed that the Department itself will not be 
backward in placing this valuable adjunct upon a 
broad and lasting foundation. It needs, and 
should unhesitatingly have, its hearty and un- 
wavering support, and certainly additional facili- 
ties both in materiel and personnel. The latter is 
especially lacking as the pages of the Navy Register 
show. It is understood that before assuming the 
presidency of the college Captain Taylor received 
assurance of support in conducting the college 
from the Secretary of the Navy and all of his 
chiefs of bureaus. 








THE Prince of Wales has not such an easy time of 
itas many imagine, for a statistician has ascer- 
tained that when the Prince is “progressing” through 
the streets to perform some ceremony he takes off 
his hat twelve times a minute—that is 720 times an 
bour. The Prince, moreover, it is gravely stated 
requires a new brim to his hat every fortnight. It 
would be cheaper we fancy to buy a new hat, or to 
wear a section of stove pipe. 

WeE note that asergeant of cavalry, for permit- 
ting a gambling game in barracks and for himself 
gambling with privates of the same troop, has been 
tried, found guilty, and sentenced te a forfeiture of 
$30. This will be considered by many a very light 
sentence when compared with the grave injury 
done to discipline, first by leading the way in the

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THE BRAZILIAN EPISODE. 

THE stirring events in Brazil this week, and the 
promptness and deeision displayed by our naval 
force there under Rear-Admiral Benham in as- 
serting in the most vigorous and convincing 
manner that our commercial interests should not 
be wilfully interfered with by the insurgents, have 
served to attract the country’s attention to the 
work of our Navy, and exemplified the sound judg- 
ment of President Cleveland’s Administration in 
assembling in Rio Harbor a formidable fleet of 
war ships. Admiral Benham has displayed great 
tact and discretion in the manner with which he 
bas dealt with a difficult problem. That the Navy 
was not brought into actual encounter with the in- 
surgents at the critical moment last Monday, when 
safe escort was being given an American merchant 
ship, was undoubtedly due to cautious orders given 
by the Admiral to Commander Brownson, of the 
cruiser Detroit, and to the good judgment shown by 
the latter in not exciting the insurgent vessel to fire 
upon him with the full power of her battery, and 
with intent to bring the Detroit into an engage- 
ment. 

The action of the American Squadron in Rio Har- 
bor has served to show how complete is the depend- 
ence that can be placed on our officers in times of 
emergency, when the utmost care and prudence is 
requisite to prevent a serious diplomatic rupture. 
lt has also turther demonstrated the wisdom of 
having on hand in South American republics a 
strong naval fleet where internecine strife prevails, 
for it can be rightly asserted that with our sister 
republics a display of naval strength is always 
more potent than words of admonition. The 
importance of the recent events in Brazilian waters 
to the Navy is in the proof that it has given to the 
country that the control of our Navyis in wise 
and able hands. There could have been no better 
choice for a command requiring such nice dis- 
crimination and cool judgment than that of Ad- 
miral Bephan, and the selection of his associates in 
command of our five new warships has been equally 
judicious. Their counsel and advice has no doubt 
been of great service to the Admiral in fulfilling 
the duties of his difficult position. The course 
pursued previous to his arrival by the senior officer 
in command of the fleet, Captain H. F. Picking, has 
also demanded and received the approval of the 
Navy Department. It was unquestionably neces- 
sary to assign an officer of the highest rank to duty 
in Brazil, but this assignment was not intended to 
reflect in any way upon Captain Picking’s manage- 
ment of affairs. 

The country has received a striking object lesson 
as to the value of training in an emergency, in the 
fact that the American Minister to Brazil has been 
almost entirely ignored at Washington during the 
Brazilian troubles. Throughout the entire affair

our naval officers have practically been in charge 
of our interests at Rio, and have been relied upon 
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almost entirely for information pertaining to the 
events transpiring. . 

The American fleet has been the first to assert’the 
rights ef commerce in the harbor of Rio and all the 
others will follow. It appears to have been doubted 
in England whether the action of Admiral Benham 
would receive the approval of his Government, but 
they were not left long in doubt. The Admiral was 
given full discretion, and he has received the hearty 
support of the Administration. Not only this, but 
his prompt and decided action has aroused the en- 
thusiastic approval of the country. There is still 
plenty of red blood in the veins of our countrymen, 
and, though they may be often misrepresented 
through the trickery of politics, they never have 
an opportunity when they do net make it clear that 
they appreciate the manly quality which prompts 
an officer to accept responsibility where duty re- 
quires, and that they are in favor of a vigorous 
assertion of national rights, in spite of the prattle 
of the eunuchs about jingoism. 








OFFICERS FOR EDUCATIONAL DOTY. 


THE assignment of Army officers as military in- 
structors was continued this week by the War De- 
partment. At the present rate all details allowed 
under recent congressional authority will be filled 
by another week, There are two or three vacancies 
for the State and city of New York, and these are 
the occasion of much perplexity, owing to the de- 
mand for them, and great care will be taken in 
making selections. The details made this week 
were First Lieutenant Millard F. Waltz, 12th In- 
fantry, at the Memphis Military Iustitute, Memphis, 
Tenn.; First Lieutenant Everard E. Hatch, 18th 
Infantry, at the Clinton Liberal Institute, Fort 
Plains, N. Y.; Second Lieutenant G. E. Stockle, 
10th Cavalry, at the Washington Agriculture Ool- 
lege, Pullman, Washington; First Lieutenant Elias 
Chandler, 16th Infantry, at the Arkansas Indus- 
trial Institute, Fayetteville, Arkansas. 

There seems to be a general disposition to let the 
mooted question as to the advisability of assigning 
Army officers as instructors in military science at 
high schools rest for the present. Itis held that 
there is no authority for these details and that it is 
questionable if the proposed plan is feasible or de- 
sirable. Various high schools in the country have 
ately applied to the War Department for officers as 
linstructors, but they have been invariably informed 
that no law permitted their detail, and it is believed 
that several of the higher officials of the Depart- 
ment are thoroughly opposed to any law providing 
for the further detachment for this duty of officers 
on the active list of the Army. Geueral Doe cer- 
tainly does not favor it, at least for the present. It 
is doubtful, he thinks, if good resalts could be ob- 
tained were public school children forced to embrace 
military instruction as they would be in the case of 
the assignment of a Professor of Military Science. 
He heartily approves, however, of drilling all high 
school scholars in the Army setting-up exercises, 
and beheves that this drill should be made a part 
of the regular course at all public schools. No Oon- 
gressional sanction would be required for this. He 
is averse to maltiplying details, taking officers away 
rom their legitimate work, believing that the place 
or an officer is with his regiment, and that he 
should not be kept on detached duty for eny length 
of time. : 

There are now, or will be with,the, completion of 
contemplated details, one hundred officers serving 
as instructors in military science and tactics at va- 
rious institutions of the country. There are besides 
a large number on other duties which take them 
away from their companies and troops, including 
special duty in Washington, duty as military at- 
taches abroad and other service, separating them 
from actual military life for from one to three 
years, and in some instances for even longer. There 
is no such objection, however, to the employment 
for instruction duty of officers on the retired lst, 
many of whom are quite capable of duty to this 
extent active. 








THE President has at his disposal six vacancies in 
the Medical Uorps of the Army and five in the 
Navy, besides five vacancies in the Pay Corps of 
the Navy. All of these appointments have to be 
filled from civil life An Army Examining Board 
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will meet in Washington City early in April for the 
examination of candidates for the vacancies in the 
Army. A number of applications bave been re- 
ceived at the Department, and it is expected that a 
large number of young doctors will report for the 
ordeal. The vacancies in the Medical Corps of the 
Navy will be filled as fast as candidates show to the 
Medical Examining Board now in session at New 
York that they are qualified for the service. The 
last young doctor appointed was the son of Com- 
mander Oook, of the Navy. Vacancies in the Pay 
Oorps are expected to be filled some time during 
this month. Secretary Herbert has taken under 
consideration the large number of applications and 
will shortly forward to the President the names of 
those he deems best qualified for appoitment. 








A COMPANY commander, who writes on the sub- 
ject of post messes, dissents entirely from the views 
of ‘ Veteran Post Commander.” He says: ‘ ist. 
The orders of the War Department requiring that 
at posts where there are post messes they should 
have detachments placed in the field, from time to 
time, to learn cooking, I do not think are carried 
out, and would not be of sufficient benefit to teach 
men to cook well if they were, as the time which 
could be devoted to this service is too limited. It 
takes a soldier at least sixty days to learn to cook 
even ordinarily well—first thirty days as second 
cook and then thirty days as first cook—and even 
with this training, very few men can learn to cook 
well. I was told by an officer during the Pine Ridge 
campaign three years ago, that his troop was sta- 
tioned at a post where there was a post mess, and 
that if it had not been for the presence of a few 
old soldiers in his troop that knew how to cook, 
the men would have nearly starved to death, 
as the new men had no idea of how to make the 
rations hold out. 2d. Your correspondent also 
states that ‘The captains, not the men, are the 
kickers against the post mess system.’ This state- 
ment can be easily controverted. Your correspond- 
ent has undoubtedly heard of the recent occurrence 
at Fort Sheridan, where seven hundred men left 
the post mess hall owing to the quality and quan 
tity of food furnished. For the past three years the 
men returning to this post from the Army rifle 
competition at Fort Sheridan have complained 
about the food furnished them. They state that 
the amount of food furnished is smaller than they 
are accustomed to, and that the steam cooking to 
which the food is subject renders the food utterly 
unpalatable.” 


Ir is told of Mr. Wm. M. Evarts that when he vis- 
ited the Capital on one occasion, after his term as 
Senator from New York had expired, the inquiry 
arose between him and Senator Hoar, of Massachu- 
sette, as to which should take precedence in enter- 
ing a room, the Senator or the ex-Senator. Mr. 
Hoar settle1 the question with ready wit by saying, 
“the Xs always precede the Ys.”

The marches were of great 
benefit to the troops, everybody was cheerful, and 
the men evidently enjoyed the excitement of sham 
warfare. Doubtless a little real warfare, now and 
again, would be enjoyed as a welcome break in the 
monotony of daily garrison life. 








FEBRUARY being the birth-month of Lincoln and 
Washington, the Century for that month contains 
material relating to both. [t presents two hereto- 
fore unpublished portraits of Washington, one a 
newly discovered miniature by Ramage, made in 
October, 1789, and the otber a portrait in black-silk 
embroidery on a white-silk ground by Rowlinda, 
daughter of James Sharpless, the English artist. 
The Lincoln material consists of an essay by the 
Rev. John Coleman Adams on “ Lincoln’s P)ace in 
History,” and the true story of “ Linco)n’s Gettys- 
burg Address,” by John G. Nicolay, bis private sec- 
retary.

THE query arises what will be the effect of length- 
ening the Machias and Castine when they are light? 
Will their weights be any better distributed with 
the additional length than at present, and if not 
what good effect will be obtained by lengthening 
them? Naturally when the veesels are full of coal, 
stores and ammupition, their displacement will be 
greater than at present, but this is not the normal 
condition of a ship in commission, especially in re- 
gard to coal, so that if they are fourteen feet longer 
why will they beasy more stable than under the 
present distribution of weights? These questions 
will come up in a practical way as soon as the ships 
are ready for sea, and may be answered then satis- 
factorily. 








In the opinion of the Secretary of the Navy, the 
case against Lieut. Richard G. Davenport, U. 8. N., 
issimply a case of the three black crows, and he 
visits bis censure, not upon the lieutenant, but upon 
bis’ chief accuser who has,in the opinion of Mr- 
Herbert, unnecessarily busied himself with the cir- 
culation of scandal to the discredit of a brother of. 
ficer, whose reputation should be as sacred to him a& 
his own. The Court of Inquiry are undoubtedly 
rigbt in laying stress upon the inexorable law of 
naval service that an officer should stand by his 
ship tothe last, and the question bas been as to 
whether Lieut. Davenport departed from this some- 
times severe, but always necessary rule of discipline 
in any such sense as toe justly subject him to cen- 
sure. The case is so fully presented'in the opinion 
of the Court and of the secretary, which appear 
elsewhere, that we need only refer to them.

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Tue rolling of the Resolution, Royal Sovereign, 
‘and that class of British war vessels, is ascribed to 
‘their well rounded bottoms. Mr. Wolff, M. P., of 
‘the firm of Harland and Wolff, is reported as say~ 
line: ‘ Most of the vessels in the Royal Navy are, in 
wy opinion, wrong in model, and that is why they 
generally prove so uwkward in anything like 
heavy weather. The explanation of this erroneous 
modelling probably is that the Admiralty persist in 
following traditions of design which ought long ago 
to bave been wholly put aside.’’ The British Ad- 
miralty always have been, and we presume always 
will be,a@ generation behind. And yet there are 
not wanting those who urge them as guides for us. 
Take it altogether, their administration has been a 
long succession of follies and blundering.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


An important step was taken this week through 
Mr. Curtis, of the House Military Committee, in 
his favorable report and exhaustive statement on 
his bill to regulate enlistments in the Army. The 
report quotes liberally from recommendations of 
Gen. Howard, Gen. Miles, and Gen. Schofield, giv- 
ing their unqualified approval of the bill. The bill 
as amended and reported is given below. 

In bis report, Mr. Curtis-bas this to say: “To 
these criticisms may be added those of 20 officers 
commanding departments and poste, each condemn. 
ing the provisions of the existing law, limiting ser- 
vice to ten years, as injurious tothe efficiency of 
the Army: 

“The enlistment for the year ending June 30, 1893. 
shows tbat 37.93 per cent were foreign born, to 72.07 
mative born. It isnot stated whether any of the 
foreign born had become or bad declared their in- 
tention to become citizens before enlistment. It is 
well known, however, that a very small proportion 
of foreigners are naturalized before entering the 
service, or have taken steps to renounce their alle- 
giance to foreign governments. There can be no 
good reason, in time of peace, at least, why the 
Army sbould not be composed otf persons whose al- 
legiance is wholly and absolutely due to the U.S, 
Government. 

“During the year ep‘ing June 30, 1891, 939 took 
advantage of the actof June 16, 1890; for the fiscal 

ear ending June 30, 1892, 1 452, ana for that ending 

une 30, 1893, there were 1.573, a total of 3,964, who re- 
ceived from the United States $154,596 as a premium 
for leaving the Service two years before the expir- 
ation of their enlistment. Your committee bave 
thought it better to prescribe athree years’ term, 
witbout statutory provision for three months’ ex- 
tra pay, leaving the question of furlough to the 
military authorities, tobe governed by the exigen- 
cies of the Service and the character of the soldier. 
The bill (reprinted, No. 5447) has been amended to 
comply with the suggestions of the military au 
thorities, and as amended the committee recom- 
mends ite passage.” 

At the meeting of the Senate Committee on Na- 
val Affairs there was ap informa! discussion 
of tbe prospects for getting through a provision for 
new Vessele of some kind atthe present session of 
Congress. The members of the committee are in 
thorougb accord with Secretary Herbert as to the 
desirability of continuing the work of building up 
the Navy, and they do net believe that. this Con- 
grees should be allowed to pass without making 
some provision that would ensure the gradual] con- 


tinuation of the work. The} realize that in the 
present condition of the Treasury it will be impos- 
sible to vontinve the work of ship building as rap- 
idly as the best interests of the country demand, 
but they believe tbat there is no reason why work 
should be suspended altogether. [he committee 
bave not yet gone so far as to determine what ought 
to be the character of the vessels authori£ed this 
year and their action will doubtless be governed 
largely by what is done in the House. 

The committee bas submitted a favorable report 
on the bill introduced by Senator Perkine, of Cali- 
fornia, providing for a naval training station on the 
Pacific coast. It is reported wita an amendment 
that provides that the station shall be on ground 
already owned by the Government, instead of ona 
new site to be purchased at the expense of fifty 
thousand dollars, as contemplated by the ori- 
ginal bill. It proposes that the necessary build- 
ings, wharyes, and boathouses are to be construct- 
ed at a cost of not more than $100,000, and the Sec- 
retary of the Navy is to appointa board of three 
paval officers 'o select the site, subject to the ap- 
proval of the President. 

The committee bas also reported favorably the 
bill for the relief of officers and crew of the U. 8. 8. 
deme wrecked on Assateague Shoals on Oct. 10,

ABOLISHING THE RETIRED LIST. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In August, 1861, Congress, in its wisdom, saw fit to 
establish a retired list forthe Army and Navy of 
the United States. lt is certain that the majority of 
the individuals now on those lists bave, since that 
time, regarded them as mucha part of Army and 
Navy organization as apy one else. We have been 
aware of the Jaws governiug our fate in certain 
contingencies. Has there been any obligation to us 
assumed in the matter? If not, we, who compose 
the retired lists, have no further claims to urge. It 
goes vithout saying that Congress may alter, amend 
or abolish any system &t itsown pleasure. It may 
also repudiate obligations to individualsand reduce 
them to the grade of paupers, but it will not abol- 
ish the paupers, although Mr. Bailey, if he had ar. 
rived upOn the scene in time, might possibly bave 
anbibilated all those whom he now seeks to reducé 
to that grade. The retired lists of the U. S. Army 
and Navy are composed of neither paupers, mendi- 
cants or vagabonds. Thnev are composed of honoer- 
able men who ask nothing more than an honest ful- 
filment of the contract under which they have 
served as employees of the executive branch of 4 
great Government. Whether it is wise to continue 
such a system of employment is another question, 
affecting those now upon the active lists of tbe two 
Services. If Mr. Bailey was a member ofa jury to 
decide a question of this nature in acontroversy be 
tween an employee who had served a corporation 
for 30 Years or more, under similar conditions, be 
would probably be one of the first to devide in favor 
of the employee. It is said that the retired lists were 
war theasures. So was the Emancipation Procia- 
mation; so was the national debt. Why not wipe 
out all national obligations by the simple device of 
a legisJative act? it would simplify tne tari ff ad- 
justment immensely.

THE COURSE AT THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


DovuBTLEss all graduates of the Naval Acrdemy 
feel an interest in the conduct of affairs at that io- 
stitution long after they bave severed their connec- 
tion with it; and, in fact, one of the most frequent- 
ly discussed topics in the wardrooms of our cruis- 
ers is the matter of the Naval Academy curri- 
culum. 

In giving my own opinions on this topic, I pre- 
mise by agreeing with almost everyone interested 
in the subject tbat a six years’ course is a sufficient- 
ly long one. But the education of a Navy offiver is 
so much more complex than of yore, that it would 
seem impossible to crowd all the necessary academic 
instruction intoa space of only four years. Why 
not make the course within the academic walis one 
of five years, leaving one year for instruction at 
sea? If this plan be adopted, which one of the six 
years should be spent at sea? | am emphatically of 
the opinion that itshould be tbe second year. The 
cadet would then goon boarda regular cruising 
sbip with enough experience in discipline to pre- 
pare him for that of a man-of-war, and his mind 
would be in the receptive condition characteristic 
of his comparatively tender age. Returning from 
this cruise of a year op an actual fighting ship, the 
youth would then bave some definite idea of ihe 
import of his subsequent education—or he might 
have it clearly impressed upon him that he was not 
destined for a naval career and should make roow 
for 8 man with more nautical tastes. 

Even if the term of academic instruction be in- 
creased to five years, it would, | think, be advisable 
to make the instruction of ali cadets exactly simi- 
lar for four of these years, the division into line 
ae cadets to be made for tne final year's 
work. 

I hope that in the future all officers commissioned 
for the Navy will be Naval Academy graduate:. 
Why not? Such a policy would unify the personne! 
and would lead tothe settlement of the grievous

To combine the above features in one craft 
and obtain a vessel which is able to take to the sea 
at all times, and, if necessary, to keep it for several 
months, demands something beyond a tugboat or 
an economically built barber boat.”

12th New York—Co!. Dowd. 


Tux review of this command at its armory on the evening 
of Jan. 25 by Mayor Gilroy, and the parade, concert and re- 
ception which followed was highly creditable. The mili- 
tary ceremonies were particularly good, men steady and at- 
tentive. uniforms and brasses clean, and the turn out was 
large. In fact mavy more men reported for duty than could 
be used, it baviag been found that 12 files frontin a ragi- 
mental! formation is about al! that can be bandied to advan- 
tage in the armory.

Twenty-third New York—Oolonel Partridge. 


THE evening of Jan. 27 was celebrated by the regiment 
witn a parade, review and reception. So far as the mlitary 
exercises were concerned it wasevidentiy ao “off night” 
for the 23d, as from the tirat che regiment seemed ili at ease 
and its usual excelient showiog was marred in many ways, 
This may be accounted for in a measure by the fact thatthe 
formation of the reciment on Jan. 23 in two battalions of 
tive companies of 16 files each was a new one and no prey- 
ious rehearsal baa been beld. The change from the three 
battalion formation and the exact programme of this ev-n- 
ing did not seem to be fuliy understood. The adjutant 
rushed matters too much, which tended to make things 
worse. Adjutant's call was sounded before all the compan- 
jes were equalized, and after the line was formed for par- 
ade the beimets of several men fell off and one man’s belt 
dropped to the floor during the ceremony. The formation 
seemed crowded and 12 files would bave been berter, 
The manual of arms was weil done and the men stesdy. 
The list battalion was in commend of Major De Forest and 
the 2d in commend of Major Hoimes, Ool. Partridge was in 
command of the regiment. The formation for review by 
Mayor Scbieren was in line of masses and there was not 
enough distance taken from the reviewing point, the lines 
crowding right on to the audience and reviewing party. Io 
presenting arms to the Mayor the colonel ordered * present 
arms” while the pieces were at an order and some obeyed the 
command and otbers did not. The colonel at once corrected 
bimseift and brought the command to a carry and then to a 
present. At the formation for the passage the band got in 
such a position in the column that its front wassome dis- 
tance abead of the reviewing party, so that if the colonel 
and staff had tuken position in front of the band as pre- 
scribed no salute would bave been rendered the reviewing 
party, 80 there was nothing for the colonel and staff to do 
but to fall in behiad the band.

Thirteenth New Zork—Col. Austen, 


Col. Austen, 13th N. Y., bas issued a circular to bis com- 
mand making piain some points on the military code and 
the granting of discharges to enlisted men, which should be 
of benefitto them. Sec, 8, Military Code. provides that to 
grant a full and honorable discharge, “any enlisted man 
sball bave attended an average of sixty per centum of the 
drilis and parades of bis organization in each year.” “Ua. 
der the fcregoing,”’ says Col. Austen, “ no honorable ais- 
charge will be granted except on persons! appearance of 
the applicant before the col »nel commanding, with certifi. 
cate from company commander, countersigoed by battal- 
ion commander, tbat such applicant bas attended ag pre- 
ecribed in Section 8 above quoted.” Section 237 provides 
for the collection of the fines and penalties, by law, by exe- 
cutiop on personal or real proverty, and for arrest in case 
of non-payment. Section 239 provides “ dishonorable dis- 
cbarge for thse failing to pay floes, without allowance of 
time served.” “This notice is promulgated,” says the Col- 
onel,** in order that a)l members shail be advised that those 
who do not perform the per centum of duty called for in 
Sec. 85 will in no case receive an bonorable discharge, but 
must be dishonorably dismissed with entire lo-s of time al- 
ready served and in the interim be liable as provided in Seo- 
tions 237 and 239."" 

The question of allegiance to a labor organization on the 
part of a member ot the National Guar is likely to be 
tested in the 13th Regiment, Brooklyn, N. Y¥. Wm. Boden- 
bausep, a private in Co. H, has been d+ linquent in bis duties 
and fined. After refusing to pay the fine ne was summon- 
ed to appear before Col. Austen. Bodeohausen said be be- 
longed to the Koights of Labor, and bad been ordered by 
the jocal Assembiy to do no more military duty. He was 
reminded of bis oath to the State, but said that he had pre- 
viously taken an oath to the Koights of Labor, and if he 
disobeyed it could get no more work. If Bodenhausen re- 
fuses to pay his fine he will be arrested by the marshal of 
the regiment and locked up.

otticers in the Army and Navy. A record of 6060f the mem 
bers isas follows: 3 as ay Re 19 as brigadier- 
generals, 34 as coloneis, 50 as leutenant-coloaels, 37 as ma - 
jors, 8 as surgeons, 1 as cnaplain. 212 as captains, 181 as lieu - 
tenants, 27 as sergeants, 1 as hospital steward. In the Navy, 
l served as lieutenant, 1 as chief engineer, 16 as paymas- 
tere, 9 as ensigae, 2 as masters, 1 as midsbipman, 2 as pursers, 
and 1 assailor. ‘Tne above 606 were distributed among 166 
regiments and 10 ships. In reference to the war record o! 
the regiment, it can be said it promptly vc lunteered its 
servive to the Federal Gosernment, and was ordered to the 
defence of the Nationa! Capital, and rendered efficient ser 
vice there. It could only go where ordered, ano the fact 
that the regiment did not participate in any of the great 
battles is in no way to its discredit. 


B.—There were two Brooks distinguished in the 
War of the Revolution. David Brooks, who was born in 1756 
and died in Dutchess Co., N. Y., Aug. 30, 1838, was assistu ut 
clothier -general and a special friend of Washington. He 
served in the Legislature of New Yor and in Coneress atter 
ibe war,and asa judge. Jobn Browka was born May 31, 1752, 
and died March 1, 1825. Heassisceain fortifying Breed’s Hii, 
but was not present at the battle, having been sent away 
with despatches. He was made brevet colonel of the 8th 
Mass. in 1777. colonel in 1778, and brigadier general, April, 
1792. He distinguished himself at Saratoga, carrying the 
German entrench ments at the bead of his regiments. He 
was associated with Baron Steuben in the preparation of 
his tactics. Afterthe war he was a msjor-wenerul of militia, 
Adjutant Geueral, and Governor ot Massachusetts for 
several terms.

Throckmorton is not Deputy Street Commissioner, but 
that of Assistant Superintendent of Street Cleaning in the 
City of New York, and asks whether, on the facts as now 
presented, be hus actually accepted u ‘‘civil office” within 
the meaning of Sec, 1222 U. 8. Revised Scatutes? Ans,— 
Chief Justice Marshali, of the U. 8. Sapreme Court, ivaog 
ago ruled that “ although an office is an * employment,’ it 
does not follow that every ewpioyment is ao vuffice.” The 
Revised Statutes say that if an officer on the active list ac- 
cepts or exercises the functions of a civil office he shall 
thereby cease to be an officer of the Army. Tnoe defiaition 
of acivil office under the U. 8. is perfectly well under- 
stood. A civil office under a State, county or munici- 
pality is created by different statutes and different 
methods. The vast majority ef functionaries, both 
under the United Staves and State Gvoveraments 
hold no civil offices whatever, but are mere employees, 
Since our previous answer as to Maj, T.’s position we have 
ascertained the positi »n tendered tu him. Although hav- 
ing a bigb soundiog title, it is not a civil office under the gov- 
ernment of the City of New York, but a mere employment, 
to be relinquished at will. [ts acceptance by him would 
not be the acceptance of a civil uftice under the City Gov- 
ernment nor bring him withio the provisions of Sec:ion 
1222, U. 8. Revised Statutes. Congress did not inbibit ofi- 
cers On the active list from taking employment which 
would not interfere with their military duties proper, but 
from taking civil office which could oot be relinquisned ex- 
cept by consent of the appointing power, aca taerefure 
might interfere with military duties proper. We are not 
informed whetner Maj. Throckmorton has as yet accepted 
or entered on the functions of an Assistant Superintendent 
of Street Cleaning, which, uoder iocal lawais not a civil 
office. As bei: now, oy vuperation of law, uader suspea- 
sion from rank and duty, there can be no interfereace wita 
military duties proper by his exercising cne fuactions of 
that position.
